Queen's Co-ed's 
Body Discovered 

Jean, Myers Sighted 
Dead on Frozen Lake 
By Searching Planes 

Jean Myers, the 23-year-old 
Queen's co-ed who was reported 
missing last Tuesday, was found 
dead of exposure . early Saturday 
morning on the ice of Lake On- 
tario near Snake Island, after be- 
ing located from the air. 
' She was last seen at 8 a.m. Tues- 
day leaving the main girl's resid 
ence, and later walking over the 
ice near Portsmouth, then she dis 
appeared in a blizzard. Searching 
parties were organized by the Fro 
vost Corps, and by students of the 
Koyal- Military College, and 
Queen's University. However allât 
tempts to locate the missing girl 
proved unsuccessful. 

Her parents arrived from' Port 
land, Ontario, last Wednesday, only 
to learn that the girl had not been 
found. • 

Classes wel-c Interrupted a 
Queen's on Wednesday, and sev 
eral hundred students were organ- 
ized by the Kingston Police Chief 
into a party to search the shore of 
the Lake. 

A report from the coroner's of- 
fice stated that no inquest would 
be held, and went on to say that 
the girl had crawled over the ice 
for some distance before being 
overcome by the cold. When- found, 
she had no shoes, and It was sur- 
mised that she had removed her 
shdes when they became filled 
with snow, and consequently lost 
them in the heavy drifts. It is pos- 
sible that in the storm she mistook 
Snake Island for the mainland, 
and thus went even further out of 
her way. 

Shortly after her disappearance 
was noticed, ons of the year's 
coldest snaps set In, and it did not 
abate for several days, thus mak- 
ing it very hard for searching par- 
ties to see or walk in the 'heavy 
drifts formed by the wind.

Jamaica Offered 
Two Scholarships 

Awards for Students 
From Armed Services 
Have Been Announced 

Two Rhodes Scholarships are be 
ing awarded annually In Jamaica 
An extended age limit Is prO' 
vided for candidates who have 
had at least one year's war service 
in any of the Armed Forces. 

All candidates must have passed 
the Cambridge ' Higher School 
Certificate or its equivalent, and 
must have school Certificate ere 
dits or equivalent In Latin or 
Greek and one other foreign langU' 
age. "Service" candldated, being 
exempt from Responslons. do not 
require this language credit. 

Ordinary candidates must be be 
tween 10 and 25 on October 25 
1946, while service candidates are 
eligible if at any time between Sep 
tember 3, 1936, and February 28, 
1046, he was between the ages of 19 
and 25.

Plans To Canvass Vets 
Announced at Meeting. 
Of M.S.V.S. Executive 

Headed by Robert England, the 
Department of 'Veterans' Affairs 
Committee on University Require- 
ments will visit McGill in the very 
near future, probably next month. 
This was announced at an execu- 
tive meeting of the McGlll Student 
Veterans* Society on Saturday, 
Feb. 2. 

in order to be prepared for the 
visit, and to be able to present the 
Committee with a fair cross-section 
of student veteran opinion at Mc- 
Gill, the execiitive ot the M.S.V.S. 
has decided to set up a special com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of 
Barbara Logan to study the facili-' 
ties at McGill. and to draw up a re- 
port based on Its findings. The re- 
port of the N.F.C.U.S. committee 
will be used as a> basis. 

Other methods of soliciting vet- 
eran opinion were considered and 
action will be taken on the sugges- 
tion that a system of canvassing 
McGill vets should be Instituted. 

Proposed amendments and sub- 
amendments to the Student Execut- 
ive Council's constitution were also 
discussed. It was felt that student- 
veterans should give a lot of con- 
sideration to these things, and that 
all students should attend the com- 
ing meeting of the Students' Coun- 
dt 

'Individual opinion expressed by 
various members of the, executive 
of the M.S.V.S, was that the pro- 
posed figures of 1,500 names to 
call a meeting of the Student Soc- 
iety, and 500 people to constitute a 
quorum were far too high. 

The M.S.V.S. exebiitlvc were In 
complete agreement with theS.E.C. 
proposed plan for a McGill War 
Memorial Plaque. Although very 
little information was available 
about the details of the plan, the 
executive left that an attennpt 
should be made to have It financed 
by a benefactor, it possible. In 
the event that the money come 
from the Student Society, the sug- 
gestion was - that the memorial 
plaque Itself should bo as' cheap 
as possible, but still retaining Its 
dignity. Any saving in this other- 
wise expensive venture could be 
used to provide something con- 
structively useful to the University 
as a whole, such as library books.

Colonel J. Wilson 
Explains Muskox 

Director Outlines Role 
Played By Graduates 
In Northern Expedition 

Winnipeg, Feb. 3.— (CUP)-In an 
Interview with CUP reporters from 
the Manltoban, Colonel J. T. Wil- 
son, deputy director of Exercises 
Muskox outlined, the part, former 
University students were playing 
in the operation. 

Colonel Wilson has been appoint- 
ed as Professor of Geophysics at 
'Toronto University and will take 
over his duties there next Septem- 
ber. . 

Describing the purpose of the 
Muskox expedition he explained 
that, firstly a snowmobile, con- 
structed for the Norway Invasion 
was to be testc'd in winter condi- 
tions, secondly, the problem of sup 
ply handled by equipment dropping 
Dakotas, and in far north, by ski 
planes was to be investigated, and 
thirdly difficult navigation prob' 
lems resulting from Aurura and 
Magnetic poles, and unmapped ter- 
ritory, and Meteoroloi^cal aspects 
of north were all being observed 

All this research Is being done 
by University graduates, among 
whom is Colonel W. W. Goforth, 
a former McGlll professor, com- 
mander of the Eskimo expedition 
of last year nnd his son. Driver 
Mechanic Goforth, who is continu 
ing in Commerce at McGill next 
year. ' Also on the ; expedition is 
Major R, F. South, a graduate of 
Loyola, and of Law at McGill.

The Oxford-Crowell Literary 
Competition, with a cash prize of 
$1,000.00, win be open to all Cana- 
dian authors until July 1, 1946. 

Sponsored by Messrs. Thomas Y. 
Crowell and the Oxford University 
Press, this contest Is being held In 
the hope of discovering and en- 
couraging Canadian literary talent 
It Is also for the purpose of offer- 
Ing Canadian authors as wide a 
reading public as possible in Can- 
ada and the United States of 
America. 

Only Canadiaji authors, English 
or French, are eligible. The term 
"Canadian author" applies only to 
those writers who are Canadian 
citizens or who have resided In 
Canada for at least ten years. The 
manuscripts may. be written in 
either French or English, and on 
any subject whatsoever, whether 
fiction or non-fiction. The length 
of the work must be of a minimum 
of 40,000 words and should be typet 
written, double spaced, on only 
one side of the paper. Books for 
boys and girls are acceptable, or a 
collection of short stories, ' pro- 
vided It is of book length. Each 
aiithor may enter one or more 
manuscripts before the contest 
closes on July 1, 1046. 

An outright sum of $1,000.00 will 
be awarded to the winner imane 
diately.

The proposed raise In the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council fee. from 
$4.00 to $5.00 originated with the 
discussions of that body re the 
amendment of the Student Society 
Constitution. It was - decided; that 
women' students should' pay \a $1.00 
Undergraduate Society feè, and thus 
become members of their respective 
undergraduate faculties, with the 
right to nominate and vote for .their 
faculty representatives to the Stu- 
dents' CounciL 

At the same time, the Council 
proposed that the Women's Union 
raise their fees from $2.50 to $3.50 
per student. The extra money thus 
accruing to the Women's Union is 
to be placed In a sinking fund for 
the, future expansion of women's 
fsciiltics at the university.

Calligraphc Toots and Xavier Quirk, the co-foun^ 
ert o( the famous Pseudo-Pcrvislonlsl School, mem 
bers of which roamed rampant and unmolested on 
the boulevards of Paris, Berlin, Moscow and «11 
points west, lighted up the fading post-bellum duskl 
ness of the artistic firmament in the more fashion' 
able salons still articulate in London's west end. 

Chief among these centres of soui-throttling dO' 
bate were the garden teas of Oedipus Sweetman, 
Unorthodox to the point of tinting his eyebrows' 
delicaté navy-pink, he remained faithful to a child 
hood vow of daily bathing his extremities in the 
esoteric cologne "Atlar of Armpit". He often used to 
remark lo his mother— "I am sure mater, that pater 
simply adores ground glass in his tea!" 

In his famous painting "The Loves of the Moham' 
medan Ctieumbers", hts delightful whimsies of tech 
nique arc manifest. He seldom palnlcd with a brush 
as he maintained that he was allergic to horse and 
camel hair. But ho was never averse to a codfish 
as -an instrument used to apply the primaries onto 
his canvass. The dreamy quality pervading his tem 
pera efforts are obtained in the manner just des 
cribed. Having thus firmly established himself as a 
pioncr in technical methods he proceeded in his 
usual conscientious way toward the most ambltlous 
undertaking of his colourful career, that of founding 
a society dedicated toward the preservation of him' 
self during as well ?s after his mortal span. Having 
sollelted the aid, both moral and material, toward 
effecting the end, he became an even greater artist 
having thus relieved himself of the responsibilities 
with which lesser mortals are burdened. 

Any discussion of the life and Work of. Oedipus 
Sweetman will of necessity be incomplete unless 
mention be made of certain of his artistic dicta 
When asked about his opinion of various contem 
porarles, he quietly said in a martyred tone— "Another 
Kleenex please". And even more succinct was his 
observation: "It is not the savoir faire'that counts; it 
is the pouvoir faire". , 

And so wc take leave of this. amazliig genius with 
an admonition to the conscientious student, that art 
and life arc like a pool wherein all who are suffi- 
ciently fcchooled can bathe.

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Orchids to the Competitor 

Recently, The Daily's only Canadian "com- 
petitor" in Ihc field of Canadian collegiate 
journalism, Toronto's "The Varsity" undertook 
a big job, and in our opinion, has done it well. 
Wc use the term "competitor", because The 
Varsity is the only other college daily besides 
The Daily. Changing format, size and printer, 
the editorial staff of The Varsity managed to 
publish their paper without any interruption. 
This feat in itself is a great achicvetncnt, but 
that is by no means all. 

Only a few weeks ago, the Varsity was pub- 
lished by Toronto's University Press in a format 
sppro.ximately 3-5 of a Daily page. Each issue 
had four pages. Now The Varsity has eight 
pages exactly half the size of The Daily, thus 
covering the same aiçount of space as McGill's 
newspaper. 

In order to make this possible, The Varsity 
had to contract with a printer in Oshawa, 
thirty miles outside Toronto. This means that 
every word written by the editorial staff has to 
be transported lo the printers by bus, and 'must 
leave Toronto by 11.30 pjii. in order to get to 
Oshawa in time for the printer's deadline.

HEIFETZ GIVES BRILLIANT 
RECITAL AT PLATEAU HALL 

Two hours of Heifetz in recital is Indeed a val 
uable experience for any audience, especially when 
the occasion Is rare. Mr. Heifetz has played here be- 
fore with full orchestras, but it is a long time since 
wc have had the opportunity of seeing and hearing 
£0 much of him. 

To spend some two hundred .words expounding 
the greatness of this man's music would be some- 
what redundant,. for to say that Heifetz is a master 
of his art is everything. A man who can open a 
lengthy recital to an unknown audience with an un- 
accompanied Bach Partita and hold his audience 
completely after the first two bars is Indeed a great 
musician. 

The performance of ; the y B ^. minor Partita must 
have been Ideal for Bach-lovers. It was the kind of 

Bach that appears so simple after it is over and 
makes you wonder why so few others can do the 
same. It was clear, precise, lean music without any 
superfluities to distract from the firm line of the 
mitsic. 

The Glazounoff violin Concerto completed the 
first half of the program, a vividly colourful work 
that many violinists have used as an instrument of 
sentimentality. In the hands of Heifetz it was ex- 
citing and melodic. 

A work new to Montreal was of interest, a Sonata 
by a young contemporary, Howard Ferguson. It is a 
moody, rather 'oriental piece, a little reminiscent in 
places of suoh moderns as Bloch and Walton. 

A few short pieces completed the program In- 
cluding Debussy, Rachmaninoff and a transcription 
of "Figaro" from Rossini's "The Barber of Seville". 
This last was a most hunierous arrangement. 

Audiences are very selfish. Mr. Heifetz, tired 
though he must have been, was called back for 
more ind generously gave five encores, Including 
the' extremely beautiful "Dance of the Blessed 
Spirits" by Gluck. 

Emmanuel Bay at the piano was a perfect acconk< 
panlst for the violinist. '— R. L. /

"Some people regard modern hiu- 
slc along the same lines as higher 
mathematics" said Jascha Heifetz, 
celebrated concert violinist in an 
interview given last Friday eve- 
ning in his room at the Rit-z-Carlton 
Hotel. According to the virtuoso, 
the type of pcrion who thinks mu- 
sicians and music are high brow, 
are themselves very low brow In- 
deed. The long haired musician 'is 
on his way out. No longer can a 
musician draw a tight.circle around 
him and disappear within its folds. 



to be both the performer and maS' 
ter of ceremonies, his audience be 
ing Air Corps veterans and Waves. 
He was temporarily puzzled when 
he brought down the house by an 
nouncing his first selection. "The 
Waves that Play." 

He likes jazz, for it Is an ex 
preslon of this age. Similarly 
swinging the classics should not be 
regarded In poor taste. "If a person 
has to swallow a pill there is noth° 
Ing wrong with sugar-conling it,

He has to identify himself with the 
rest of humanity, not divorco him 
self from it. 

Music has been superficially ele 
vated.onto a pedestal— a pedestal 
that the average man cannot reach, 
if it Is to come within his grasp it 
has lo be forcibly knocked from lis 
false suspension. 

He believed that the war promot- 
ed music. The closer one approach- 
ed the war, the greater the need 
for relaxation. Mr. Helfelz found 
the boys In the Mediterranean, in 
England, France and Germany to 
be the perfect audience. Among 
their favorites were Schubert's 
Ave Mnrin, Heinz Provost's Inler- 
metzo, Rimsky-Korsakoff's Flight of 
the Bumble Bee and finally his 
own Hora Staccato. The last soon 
became to him The Horrible Stacca. 
to. 

Some of his soldier audience pre- 
ferred hot violin; Heifetz obliged 
by playing Joe Venuti's "hot fid- 
dle" selectloiis. He played their re- 
quests but he liever played down 
to hls~ audience.' .The artist 
recalled .an amusing incident 
that took place at a base some- 
where In the Mediterranean. At 
this scheduled concert he had 



whenever a selection hns been po 
pularized, the classical record has 
had a resulting boom In sales. 

He usually practices in the mom 
ings, and less on the day of the 
concert. He does not feel nervous 
prior to a performance — merely 
anxious, 

"I feel alone and naked when I 
play Bach" reveals the sincerity 
and depth . of his' interpretation. He 
believes that an artist c.nnnot af 
ford to relax while playing, for if 
he does, he merely plays notes 
The Beethoven Violin Concerto he 
considers to be the most difficult 
violin piece to play. Walton has 
written a concerto especially for 
him < and now Gruenberg has done 
likewise 

Turning towards the future Mr. 
Heifetz believes that television will 
not injure the podium performance. 
The atmosphere found In a concert 
hall cannot be replaced by four 
walls and a fire-place. When the 
first recording came into the homo, 
many believed that they would Je 
opardize the concert performance 
Instead the opposite has taken 
place,

BUILDING 
Canada's housing shortage Is an

the Government's responsibility. 

The editorial in Friday's Dally 
states, "That selfish (real estate) 
interests feel r. that their present 
lucrative position: would be pre- 
, udlced by .any Government spon- 
sored housing project." — "But if 
pressure group Is opposing the 
construction of the much needed 
housing, other pressure groups must 
be formed to counteract them." 

Through the circulation of a Na- 
tional Housing petition the.L.P.P. 
is supplying the initiative whereby 
the millions of Canadians who want 
homes at moderate rents will have 
the opportunity to fight for them. 
Make you sure you sign it! 

NEW CITIES FOR OLD 
Allied with the miserable housing 
conditions, of the majority of the 
population are many other negative 
conditions from which none are 



immune. Our cities are obsolete: 
their pattern has been set by real 
estate interests at the expense of 
human health and happiness.' Our 
cities arc masses of buildings in too 
little space, masses of people with 
no ncighborliness, masses of auto- 
mobiles and trucks jammed into 
one inadequate street system. Our 
cities are dangerous, unhealthy, 
wasteful of money and energy. 

Every city and town must have 
a master plan, zoning it into re- 
sidential, commercial, IndustrlAl 
and recreational districts: and also 
for cffieieni transportation. AH new 
buildings will have to conform to 
these zoning regulotlons. This will 
prevent an extension of the present 
chaotic conditions and In time give 
us new cities for old ones. The 
neighbourhood will be the basic 
unit of this town plan. It will be 
small enough to allow for good 
social life: 'It wilt be large enough 
to support a good elementary 
school; it will have lU park, com- 
munity centre, and stores. It will 
provide for- people with different 
jobs and incomes and Interests. In 
such a neighbourhood people will 
for the first time have the opport- 
unity to become a real community 
of responsible citizens.

7. Never ski alone— a party of at 
least three is desirable. 

A. Minimum essentials to be car- 
ried by every parly that follows 
the trail. 

1. First aid kit containing: 

a. Enough adhesive tape- to 
bandage a sprained ankle or knee< 

b. a roll of 2 inch gauze band 

age. 

c. Iodine or equivalent. 

2. Matches, 

3. Knife (scout type recommend 
ed), 

4. Leather throng and pair of 
strong shoe laces or string, 

5. Screw driver (may be 
knife), 

6. Chocolate bar or othen food, 

7. Extra sweater for each member 
of the party. '
